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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  the  twenty-third  in  the  series. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  ask  your  consideration  of  the  statistical 
tables  which  accompany  this  report. 

I  commend  to  your  attention  and  approbation  the  industry  and 
zealous  labor  of  all  the  teachers.  Their  plans  for  the  execution  of 
their  professional  work  are  always  well  made  and  these  plans  are 
carried  out  daily  in  a  painstaking  and  satisfactory  way.  When  re- 
sults of  formal  or  informal  tests  have  shown  weaknesses,  they  have 
tried  to  find  the  cause  and  eliminate  it.  They  have  also  tried  to 
assist  in  every  possible  way  each  individual  pupil  to  make  the  most 
of  his  talents. 

Mrs.  Sheehy's  report  as  school  nurse  is  evidence  that  great 
good  comes  annually  to  our  pupils  from  her  health  program.  Her 
work  with  both  parents  and  pupils  is  very  valuable. 

I  am  glad  to  report  formally  to  you  that  the  closing  of  the  West 
School  for  the  present  and  the  transferring  of  the  pupils  to  the 
North  School  has,  from  the  standpoints  of  economy  and  the  best 
education  of  the  pupils,  been  successful.  You  have  provided  the 
best  of  transportation,  the  pupils  are  associating  with  a  larger 
number  of  their  fellows,  and  the  good  results  of  the  change  are 
evident  in  many  ways. 

All  public  schools  are  confronted  this  year  with  an  entirely  new 
situation  caused  by  the  National  Civilian  Defense  Program.  This 
requires  that  those  in  charge  of  the  schools  provide  for  the  care 
and  safety  of  school  children  during  school  hours  in  case  of  what- 
ever emergency  may  arise.  Plans  for  this  are  developing  every- 
where and  in  Kensington  we  shall  keep  fully  informed  and  carry 
out  the  suggestions  and  demands  of  school  and  defense  officials. 

For  many  years  the  American  public  school  has  been  recognized 
as  one  of  the  most  important  foundation  stones  in  the  beautiful 
temple  of  democracy.  The  wise  men  who  planned  and  laid  this 
foundation  very  many  years  ago  realized  that  universal  compul- 
sory education  at  public  expense  was  so  necessary  and  precious 
an  instrument  in  the  creation  of  a  free  people  that  it  should  have 
the  greatest  support  and  attention  of  all  citizens.  Throughout 
all  the  years  of  our  nation's  life,  the  American  people  have  sacri- 
ficed time,  energy,  and  money  in  order  that  the  American  public 
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school  might  not  only  live  but  become  increasingly  a  greater  and 
greater  factor  in  the  training  of  good,  democratic  citizens. 

Whenever  the  need  for  general  sacrifice  has  been  greatest  our 
people  have  made  the  greatest  response.  Now  that  the  world  faces 
the  gravest  crisis  of  all  they  will  not  fail  in  guaranteeing  that  the 
present  standard  of  education  shall  be  maintained  throughout  the 
war,  that  schools  shall  be  well  taught  by  trained  teachers  and  that 
the  future  citizenry  shall  be  competent  to  handle  the  stupendous 
responsibility  of  the  peace  to  come.  Recent  reports  from  England 
indicate  that  wherever  the  wholesome  influence  of  the  schools  has 
been  suspended  by  closure  or  made  less  effective  by  inferior  man- 
agement, juvenile  delinquency  and  other  baneful  factors  contribut- 
ing to  adult  crime  have  developed.  The  United  States  is  advised 
not  to  repeat  the  mistakes  of  England. 

Our  thanks  are  again  due  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  for 
much  assistance  that  the  members  have  chosen  to  give  the  schools, 
and  especially  this  year,  for  sponsoring  in  the  near  future  a  fitting 
celebration  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  erection  of  the  North 
Road  schoolhouse.  This  occasion  bids  fair  to  enlist  the  interest  of  a 
large  number  of  old  pupils  of  the  school. 

For  the  interests  of  parents,  and  all  others  unofficially  concerned 
with  the  schools  and  for  your  generous  official  interest  as  respon- 
sible school  officers,  we,  who  are  immediately  in  charge  of  the  work, 
give  sincere  and  hearty  thanks.  We  shall  try  to  continue  to  merit 
your  support.

Annual  Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


There  were  40  children  examined,  with  25  more  or  less  serious 
conditions  found.  Of  these,  20  were  definitely  corrected  during  the 
year  through  the  co-operation  of  parents,  family  physicians  and 
clinics.  The  Dental  Clinic  was  held  as  usual.  The  Parent-Teacher 
Association  has  given  substantial  help  to  this  project.  For  this 
organization  which  has  helped  in  this  good  work,  the  reward  is  to 
know  that  the  children  have  been  spared  much  pain  and  ill  health 
as  a  result  of  the  attention  given.  The  Audiometer,  which  was 
given  to  this  section  of  the  state  by  the  American  Legion  and 
Auxiliary,  was  used  in  the  schools  to  test  the  hearing  of  children. 
28  children  were  tested  with  no  defects  found.  All  children  are 
vaccinated  against  smallpox.  16  children  have  had  diphtheria  anti- 
toxin. 

I  wish  to  thank  our  superintendent,  Mr.  Towle,  school  board, 
teachers,  parents  and  Parent-Teacher  Association  for  their  splendid 
co-operation  with  my  work.
